PALM SPRINGS BY-PASS -The stale highway engineer 
has approved a by-pass road on highway 111 around the 
business center of Palm Springs. The new roadway 
branches off the main highway at the north city limits 
of Palm Springs, passes through northern and eastern 
sections of the city, crosses Ihe airport and joins route 
111 again a short distance west of the eastern city limits. 
The route lies entirely within Ihe city of Palm Springs 
and is therefore considered as a menace to the residential 
areas in that section. The worst feature would he the noise 
from hig trucks, and it would effect not only Palm Springs 
bul all of the residential developments along Route 111 
between Palm Springs and Indio. 
Palm Springs has urged the state highway department 
for m any years to re-align and improve highway 99 to 
make it the more desirable truck route. If the proposed 
by-pass is built FIRST, the trucks will favor this route 
with resulting injury to residential property in this resort 
and recreational area over a distance of 15 miles. 
The city council has protested thp building of the by­ 
pass WITHIN the city limits. Business and property inter­ 
ests here believe that route 99 should he improved as a 
truck route before ANY more improvements are made to 
highway 111. Final approval of the by-pass will have to 
he given by the State Highway commission. Almost all 
of the right-of-way has been obtained, we understand. 
If the people of Palm Springs arc agreed that this pro­ 
posed by-pass as now designed will injure property values 
in a large area within the city, they will have to act right 
away. The cham ber of commerce and other interested 
groups such as the Realty Board will have to join in the 
presentation of their views before the Highway Commis­ 
sion before it is too late.
